New uniforms at the 
Madison County Jail have 
eaused a stir among just about 
é¥eryone, except the prisoners 
who are wearing them 

Last month, the county jail 
began issuing black-and-white 
striped uniforms to its 
prisoners charged with felony 
offenses. The uniforms are 
reminiscent of the garb worn 
decades ago by members of 
chain gangs. 

Previously, Madison County 
prisoners had worn bright 
orange jumpsuits 

“Orange used to stand out,”’ 
said: Capt. Dan Sipes, 
superintendent of the Madison 
County Jail. ‘‘Now there are 
more and more people wearing 
its* 

Sipes recounted an incident 
from a few years ago when a 
relative of one of the inmates 
might have been mistaken for 
a prisoner. 

“The lady had on this very 
nite orange pantsuit,”’ Sipes 
said. ‘‘But when an inmate sat 
down beside her, they looked 
alMost identical.’’ 

It-was just such an incident 
that prompted the change. 

Madison County Sheriff Bob 
Churehich was leaving the 
building one day when he saw 
a woman in orange running 
Speough the parking lot, Sipes 
said. He immediately called to 
see if a prisoner was missing

In 1996, only 1,320 children in 
Madison County were tested 
for lead poisoning, despite sta- 
tistics that show the problem 
occurs with regularity here. 

Of those tested, 36 showed 
slightly elevated levels of lead, 
25 showed significantly elevat- 
ed levels and two showed seri- 
ously elevated levels.

Dental school offers service to students

Nine-year-old Desirea McIn- 
tyer, a third-grader at Harris 
Elementary School in Madison, 
climbed into a dentist chair 
that had been brought to her 
school and waited for a dental 
student to put a bib around her 
neck 

She was one of nine Harris 
students who had their teeth 
cleaned and molars sealed by 
dental students from the South- 
ern Illinois University School 
of Dental Medicine in Alton 

“No, I’m not scared,’’ Desi- 
rea said. ‘I’ve been to a den- 
tist before. They’re going to 
seal my teeth, and that’s all 
They might clean them, too.” 

“It's a free service said 
Mary Christen, a registered 
dental hygienist’ who organized 
the program through the 
Healthy Moms and Healthy 
Kids agency 

“We provide and put seal- 
ants on the teeth 

“Sealing is actually a 
codeine put on the back teeth 
to prevent them from getting 
cavities,’ Christen added. “‘It 
hardens and lasts for three to 
four years, and it’s put on a 
healthy tooth after it’s cleaned. 
So far, we've done over 100 
(children) in Madison alone.’

Water rate hike OK’d 


GLEN CARBON — Turnin 
on the tap in Glen Carbon wi 
cost a little more by summer, 
but the blow will be softened 
by better water quality. 

The Villuge Board has 
approved a rate increase that 
will boost the average resi- 
dent’s bill about $10 a month 
above the current $20 charge 
Those who live outside the vil- 
lage, limits and use village 
water will pay about $16 a 
month more to about $43. 

The additional charges are 
based on a 70-cent boost in the 
base user rate to $3 per 1,000 
gallons, plus a $3 monthly 
meter service charge 

Residents outside the village 
will pay 90 cents more to #4 
per 1,000 gallons, plus a $7 
monthly meter service charge. 

The increases will go toward 
construction and operation of 
the new water line from 
Edwardsville, the village’s 
share of Edwardsville water 
plant improvements to 
increase production and the 


monthly costs for water sup- 
plied Dy Edwardsville. 


Village officials agreed last 
June to build a 3-mile pipeline 
between the two water facili- 
ties and buy at least 2 million 
gallons of water a day from 
Edwardsville to meet the vil- 
lage’s growing needs. 


Engineer Charles Juneau of 
Juneau Associates of Granite 
City recommended flat meter 
fees and rate increases after a 
study of the current fee sched- 
ule. The study included a num- 
ber of options. 

The fee plan adopted by the 
board goes beyond the current 
schedule of meeting expenses 
to provide for future improve- 
ments and expansion. The new 
flat $3 and $7 user fees cover 
the cost of billing, officials 
said 

“Jt’s still a good deal,” said 
Trustee Bob Buehler, who was 
sitting in for the absent Mayor 
Ron Foster. 

Juneau said the new system 
will deliver softer water from 
Edwardsville. That could elim- 
imate the $25 monthly water 
softener costs now paid by 
many residents. 

“They will save money by 
being able to eliminate the 
water softener and pay the 
new rates,’”’ Juneau said. 

Officials put off raising the 
water rates last year until the 

new water system could be 
brought on line. The timing is 
geared to delivering the new 
water with the new bill. Both 
should turn up in about two 
months, officials said 

‘The village also boosted the 
tap-on sewer fee for new resi-

taking the lead poisoning test into area daycare centers 

The test involves a simple finger-prick blood test. 

If results are found to be positive in lab work, more blood 
testing is required. 

According to recent studies, lead is very prevalent in older 
cities around the United States, and Madison County communi- 
ties are no exception. 

The most common sources of lead are old lead-based paint, 
old toys and some antique crockery, water pipes installed before 
the early 1980s and industrial poisoning of topsoils with lead 
products. 

Local communities found to be at risk by Illinois Department 
of Public Health studies include Alton, East Alton, Bethalto, 
mone River, Edwardsville, Granite City, Madison and Collins- 

le 

Some simple precautions against lead poisoning include: wash- 
ing hands before eating, eating high-mineral and low-fat foods, 
cleaning up paint 
mop, and running 
use, if the plumbing is old.

Local man 
to star 
in opera

Cahokia She School adu- 
ate Richard Stilwell will star 
as Don Alfonso in the St. Louis 
Opera Theater’s presentation 
of Mozart’s Cosi Fan Tutte this 
June. . 

Stilwell, 54, has performed 
on public television in operas 
suc as Madame Butterfly, 
Falstaff and The Aspern 
Papers. He performed-at the 
St. Louis Opera Theatre six 
years ago in Vanessa, by Sam- 
uel Barber. 

In 1987, Stilwell fulfilled , his 
childhood dream of singing .the 
National Anthem for the Cardi- 
nals at Busch Stadium and will 
sing again at the stadium on 
June 23. 

Stilwell grew up in St. Louis, 
attending Roosevelt High 
School until his senior year. He 
then attended and graduated 
from Cahokia High School in 
1960. 

After graduation, Stilwell 
studied voice and opera. at 
Indiana University. While in 
college, he sang with the St. 
Louis Symphony Orchestra and 
in productions of the St. Louis 
Grand Opera Guild. 

During his senior year at 
Indiana, Stilwell auditioned in 
the New York Met Opera 
national Council contest for 
young singers. He won a $2,000 
JW Fisher Award for 
advanced voice study, and the 
head of the New York Opera 
Council said he; knew Stilwell 
was going to make it big. 

Stilwell got- his first. -big 
break when ‘ne moved’ to New 
York in 1970. He was chosen 
by the New York City Opera to 
play the role of Pelleas ‘in 
Claude Debussy’s Peileas.en 
Melisande. The role, which 
was too high for other bari- 
tones but too low for tenors, 
was well-suited for his, voice. 
He calls this his professional 
debut — after playing Pelleas 
in New York, he was asked to 
fill the same role all over the 
world. 

Stilwell continues to perform 
in countries such as Germany, 
Israel and throughout Europe 
He says the only way’ to suc 
ceed in opera is to prewe your: 
self in Europe, which is not 
easy. 

The most difficult places to 

erform, he says, are, in 
France and Italy, where 
“there’s never a dull moment. 

“We Americans are actually 
very polite,” Stilwell says of 
our theater manners. ‘‘If we 
don’t like a performer, we sim- 
ply don’t applaud them. in 
France and Italy, they'll boo 
and hiss you off the. stage. 
They feel “it is their right if 
you're going to perform in 
their country. You just have to 
pray that you’re not going to 

ave an off night.” 

Stilwell says he has never 
been kicked .off the stage, but 
it has happened to colleagues. 

Most of Stilwell’s perfor- 
mances are composed in Ital 
ian, so coming to the St. Louis 
Opera Theater is a change, 
since all of their operas are 
composed in English. ‘‘l’m 
used to-singing in Italian in all 
of my other operas, so it’s 
somewhat difficult to learn 
them in English,”’ Stilwell 
says, ‘‘But it’s the policy -at 
the St. Louis Opera Theater, 
so I’ll gladly learn it.'’ 

To aspiring singers. and 
music students, Stilwell’s 
advice is to ‘follow your 
dreams. 

“If you feel that you have 
the talent, follow it up,’’ he 
says. “Have a mentor, some- 
one to help you take the steps, 
and study voice seriously.”’ 

Stilwell says the best thirg 
to do is to. get on stage as 

uickly as possible. Audition 

‘or shows, even small roles, 
and_attend a conservatory, 
which will give you lots of 
stage experience. 

From there, get a manager 
and enter larger contests, such 
as the Met Council Auditions, 
which is where opera compa- 
nies scout new talent. 

Most importantly, Stilwell 
says to stay healthy. He 
recently missed a huge open- 
ing night performance at the 
New York Met Theater 
because of a sore throat 

“The President of the United 
States can lose his voice: and 
still function,” he says. ‘But 
when you sing for a living, 
you're out of luck.’’

Firm signs deal 
to buy O-I site. 


ALTON — Jubilant city offi- 
cials announced May 15 they 
had signed a contract expected 
to lead to the redevelopment of 
the former Owens-Illinois glass 
plant as an industrial park 
that could attract more than 
1,000 jobs. 

“We have some good news,”’ 
a beaming Mayor Don San- 
didge said to open a news con- 
ference in the City Council 
chambers at City Hall. 

Sandidge and Phil Roggio. 
the city’s director of public 
affairs, said city offici had 
signed an agreement that pro- 
vides for Clark Properties Inc. 
of St. Louis to acquire the 160- 
acre site from Owens-Brock- 
way Glass Container, formerly 
Owens-Illinois. 

City officials said the agree- 
ment means they and Clark 
Properties, the developer, can 
now begin the work needed to 
move the project forward. The 
property is at the intersection 
of Illinois Route 143 and East 
Broadway, near the. Clark 
Bridge. 

“We had a major break- 
through yesterday afternoon, 
mainly through the diligence of 
Clark and Owens-Brockway,” 
Roggio said. ‘You don’t know 
how many people have worked 
on this. It’s been a team effort 
by our community just to get 
to this point.’”” 

In a prepared statement, 
Sandidge cited the contribu- 
tions of his two predecessors in 
the mayor’s office, Ed Vou- 
mard Jr. and Bob Towss 
along with officials of the Riy- 
er Bend Growth Association,“in 
starting the negotiations and 
moving them forward. 

“It has taken over three 
years of careful negotiation 
between the city of Alton, 
Clark Properties and Owens-Il- 
linois to develop a satisfactory 
agreement,” Sandidge said in 
the statement. 

The mayor, who was elected 
last month, acknowledged after 
the news conference that ‘his 
administration was the benefi- 
ciary of the groundwork and 
efforts of the previous two 
administrations. 

“It was just that the timing 
worked out in my favor,” San- 
didge said. 

Roggio called the agreement 
“a milestone that gives Clark 
the ability to take over the site 
and develop it.” 

He compared the potential of 
the site to that of the Union-70 
industrial park, just south of 
Interstate 70 in north St. Louis, 
where more than 3,000 jobs 
have been created in recent 
years. 

Tom Schroyer, a consultant 
for Clark, said the developers. 
would seek to attract the same 
type of businesses to the site 
that have moved into the suc 
cessful Earth City industrial 
park in west St. Louis County. 

“There has been a isnee 
amount of interest from the 
bulk warehousing industry,’ 
said Schroyer, who said distri- 
bution-type businesses also 
would be recruited for the new 
development. He said it was 
too early to disclose the names 
of potential tenants. 

The property formerly was 
the site of a giass plant owned 
by Owens-Illinois, which began. 
closing down many of its oper- 
ations in the late 1980s. The 
plant closed entirely in Novem- 
ber 1992 and since has been 
vacant. 

In 1994, the city created the 
$20 million Alton Riverfront 
tax increment financing dis- 
trict for the primary purpose 
of assisting the redevelopment 
of the area, specifically the 
Owens-Illinois property. The 
TIF district allows developers

Instead, they’re going to places 
like the Dammert Geriatric 
Center at the Apartment 
Community of Our Lady of the 
Snows in Belleville. 

The 57-bed center provides both 
long- and short-term care for its 
patients in programs that include 
physical therapy and diagnostic 
services. 

The center, which is licensed by 
the State of Illinois, has a 
certified staff of 41 which 
includes not only registered 
nurses, but also licensed 
practical nurses and certified 
nursing assistants, 

“It gives nurses the chance to 
specialize in gerontology and in 
care for the aged,” said Reba 
Phillips, the center’s human 
resources director. ‘‘Our beds 
are highly sought after. It’s just 
another of the options available 
for nurses as long-term health 
care becomes such a critical 
issue.’’ 

Preparing for a nursing career 
— depending on what, level you 
choose to attain — can take as 
little as a year or two to as 
many: as six to eight.

Butchers are one of few 
trades still a commodity

They are as integral a part 
of American life as a trades- 
man could be: butcher, baker, 
candlestick maker. 

The meat cutter is one of the 
last vestiges of a bygone era of 
shopping. 

Dave Vogt; 57, has been a 
meat cutter with Johnny’s 
Market, 11555 Gravois Road, 
for 35 years and has, in fact, 
worked at the family-owned 
grocery store since he was 
only 16. 

Moving from being a bag 
boy to the meat department in 
1961, Vogt has seen the coun- 
try’s carnivorous tastes change 
and the marketing of meat and 
groceries undergo a dramatic 
revolution. 

“Back when I started behind 
the. meat counter, everything 
was different than it is now,’’ 
Vogt said. 

* In the 1960s, Johnny’s had 10 
full-time meat cutters, more 
than twice the current staff. In 
those days, such a large work 
force- Ww: necessary because 
meat ed in the store each 
day in the form of whole sides 
of beef. Cutters spent each day 
individually chopping and cut- 
ting steaks, Peel por chops — 
down to making their own sau- 
sage. 

Butchers got to know their 
customers and could learn how 
a homemaker wanted the roast 
or brisket done. Even lunch 
meat came to the store in 
large, uncut slabs. 

The change to factory-pro- 
cessing and cutting, rather 
than in-store processing, began 
in 1979, Vogt said, when the 
major grocery chains realized 
that they could cut back on 
labor costs if their products 
came into the store precut and 
prewrapped. 

“The labor in meat cutting 
went from the retail market to 
the wholesale market, and 
there will be a lot more of that 
in the future,’’ Vogt said. ‘‘The 
old-time butcher shop is a 
thing of the past. Now, there is 
only.one plant in St. Louis that 
even handles hanging beef.’’ 

Vogt said a recently discov- 
éred packaging process being 
tested whereby a piece of meat 
is hermetically sealed can dow 
ble the shelf life of a factory- 
cut product. The process may 
someday bring about the end 
of.the store meat cutter; it 
may bring in an era where 
steaks and hamburgers have a 
brand name, just like Tyson 
Chickens do now. (Johnny's is, 
in fact, one of the few grocery 
stores in the metro area where 
you can still buy fresh, iced, 
packed chickens rather than 
just prepackaged.) 

The other dramatic change 
that has occurred took place at 
the family table. 

As the nuclear family began 
to decline and parents spent 
more time working, the eve- 
ning ‘dinner table has changed

as well. Few people have time 
to prepare a full dinner seven 
nights a week; consequently, 
more and more meals begin 
not with a trip to the butcher's 
shop but with a call to the piz- 
za parlor. 

Along with that came a 
change in people’s tastes. The 

ood old ‘‘Four Food Groups” 

lave given way to a nutrition- 

conscious, fat-terrorized soci- 
ety where, in some circles, 
offering to buy someone a 
nice, thick steak may actually 
be ‘considered a \ personal 
threat: 

The evolution of nutritional 
requirements has led to a dra- 
matic drop in the sale of red 
meat. and an incr in the 
sales of chicken and pork 

All of which has changed the 
role of the meat cutter. 

“It is not a trade I would 
recommend my son go into,” 
Vogt said. 

till, for the time being, 
meat cutting can be a worth- 
while. endeavor. On the bright 
side, there is usually a good 
job market for cutters. 

“We are having a hard time 
in the union getting young peo- 
ple to become meat cutters,” 
‘Vogt said. 








Entering the profession 
requires being hired as an 
apprentice by any meat 
department. There, workers 


undergo a training process that 
can take up to three years, 
where they are supervised by 
a journeyman meat cutter. 

After they become skilled in 
preparing the different cuts of 
meat and are trained in using 
the saws, they become jour- 
neymen meat cutters and are 
allowed into the union 

The work, however, is cold 
Meat cutters begin their day 
early in the morning, prepar- 
ing display cases and begin- 
ning the cutting process 
Much, if not all, of an average 
day is spent working in a 50 
degree cutting room and walk- 
ing in and out of 5-degree 





cold need not apply. 
Because of the cold and the 
repetitive work, Vogt said, 


meat cutters can be suscepti- 
ble to arthritis and carpal tun- 
nel syndrome. 

‘An apprentice usually makes 
about $7 an hour and a skilled 
journeyman usually makes $15 
an hour and up.

Baking business generally is a family trade

Here is a hint should you 
wish to help humanity: There

but could Jonas 
Salk make a decent cruller? 
Of course not. 

One such fine benefactor to 
humanity is Bob Lubeley, co- 
owner of Lubeley’s Bakery, 
7815 Watson Road in South 
County. Lubeley’s has been a

While Ed Lubeley passed 
away four years ago, Helen 
Lubeley, now 83, still comes in 
every day to work behind the 
case. Bob Lubeley and his sis- 
ter took over the family busi- 
ness in 1974. 

The trade is almost always 
passed down from parent to 
child, and great bakers grow, 

uite’ literally, into their pro- 
‘ession. 

There are, however, other 
routes. Lubeley said there are 
still a few trade schools that 
teach baking. The most 
famous is the American Bak- 
ers Institute in Kansas. The 
other is to get a job sweeping 
or cleaning up at a bakery, 
where you may eventually get 
adopted. 

“If you hang around there 
long enough, they may make a 
baker out of you,’ Lubeley 
said. 

It is more a calling than a 
job, really. Ask anyone who 

as ever bitten into one of 
Lubeley’s fresh brownies.-Like 
any calling, it is not easy. 

“This is a dying art form,” 
Lubeley said. ‘‘Not a lot of 
people want to go into to it

“The nicest thing is talking to the different

That’s the good side of customer service — 
talking with people and helping them! find 
solutions to particular problems. Of course, 
the very nature of customer service presup- 
poses that representatives will encounter their 
share of disgruntled callers: The hardest part, 
Crummitt says, is when the customer’s needs 
or desired cannot be met. 

At these times, Crummitt offers the follow- 
ing advice:

To Priscilla Hart, guidance 
secretary ‘at Kirkwood High 
School,"the work experience is 
the “most important reason for 
a téenager to find a job. ‘‘Hav- 
ing .a job-can give the teenager 
a sense of personal fulfill- 
ment,’’ Hart said- 

At Kirkwood High School, 
there is a bulletin board on 
which job openings for stu- 
dents are posted. Hart acts as 
a liaison between Kirkwood 
students and local businesses 
that call about job openings, 
although-Hart does not make it 
her policy to make a blanket 
recommendation about the stu- 
dents. “I only recommend 
those I know personally, -and 
those are the office helpers 
that .I think are good stu- 
dents,”’ she said 

While most ‘students are 16 
when they get’ their first job, 
some do begin. working at age 
15. To take a job at that age, 
students must adhere to cer- 
tain guidelines, including spe- 
cific hours and times of day 
that the teenager is allowed to 
work. Also, in most cases, the 
teenager must obtain a work- 
er’s permit from his or her 
school. The, school may deny 
the student a permit if the stu- 
dent is struggling with grades 
or failing classes. 

‘The jobs available to teens 
are varied, but most are with-

in the food service or retail 
industries. Summer jobs 
include working at such popu- 
lar local attractions as the St. 
Louis Zoo, Grant’s Farm or 


Six Flags. Other work that 
teenagers do includes ‘odd 
jobs,” such as helping the 


elderly, baby-sitting and yard 
work. 


Grocery stores also provide 


a ‘‘teen-friendly” working envi- 
ronment, said Mark Harris, 
assistant manager of the 


Schnucks Supermarket in Des 
Peres. Some businesses offer 
extra incentive for students to 
work there. At Schnucks, as in 
many jobs, teenagers continue 
to work even past high school, 
on their hours and summers 
home from college. “‘We have 
about 30 teenage baggers here 
now, and we always need 
more. This is a good opportuni- 
ty for them to make money 
and have a good business 
beginning,’’ Harris said. 

‘When considering the type of 
job for which to apply, teenag- 
ers should choose something 
that fits with their personali- 
ties, Hart said. For example, 
with the more outgoing teenag- 
ers, Hart recommends sales 
and customer service jobs. 
Some jobs call for a special 
skill, such as woodworking, 
which could-give the student a 
start on his or her. future 
career. 

Teenagers also can profit 
from learning to apply and 
interview for potential posi- 
tions. While teenagers usually

The hardest part of working in con- 
struction is the physical work and the 
weather, he said 

“The heat can be brutal; and if it rains 
it can put me behind.” 

He said he still has to reach a deadline, 
regardless of the weather, and that means 
having to do quality work twice as fast. 

Weather can also have an effect on how 


much money a construction worker 
makes 

“If it rains all day I don’t work and I 
don’t: make.money because most of the 
work I do requires me to be outdoors,” 
Kelly said. 

Most construction workers arrive at the 
job site by 6 a.m. and work until 3 p.m 
‘The hours vary depending on the time of 
year and project deadline. 

“Some construction workers begin their 

a.m, during the summer so 
they can beat the heat,” he said. ‘The 
heat can be dangerous if the right precau- 
tions aren't taken.”” 

When working in the heat of the sum- 
mer, it is important to take several short 
preaks and drink plenty of liquids, espe- 
cially water, to prevent dehydration 

Kelly said the hard work is worth it 
because the pay is good. Most construc- 
tion workers make about $19-$25 an hour. 

“It's important to be physically fit 
because construction workers literally use 
every bone and muscle in their body to do 
the job,” he said.
